WASHINGTON'. JulyV-Despite the 


nation-wide coal strike 
and accom- 


panying labor difficulties on the rail- 
roads, fundamental economic condi- 
tions in the United States "are for 
the,most part favorable" and business 
again "presents the picture of pros- 
perity." the department of commerce 
declared today in a comprehensive in- 
dustrial and commercial survey. While 
pointing out that prices showed the 
greatest increase during May than in 
any month for more than. two .years, 
the department warned against disre- 
garding caution because it, "has been 
the excesses of the prosperous period 
that -have been responsible 
for 
the 


depth of the depression that follow- 
ed." 


"Prices on- the average ' have not 


fallen below about forty per cent over 
the pre-war level." 'the '' department 
.said. 'They are now nearly fifty per 
cent above that level. No one knows 
at what level prices -will finally toe- 
come stabilized but it is believed that 
care -should be used in placing large 
forward orders for raw materials .at 
prices much above the present level." 
. Practically every .industry, for.which 
figures have been received by the 
commerce department showed, greater 
activity in May than in April. 
The 


virtual cessation of coal production as 
a result of the strike of 500,000 bitu- 
minous' miners has so 
far 
caused 


"little inconvenience" the report stat- 
ed. It was admitted, however, that 
huge Industrial -'stocks' are' .dwindling 
rapidly.- ^Further 
complication:;, 
it 


was said would "result from widespread 
labor difficulties. 


'The construction industry is having 


the biggest boom ever known, and 
this carries with it a large number of 
contributory industries. Employment 
has reached a' point where a scarcity 
of men is reported at some points. 


"The financial situation is favorable 


•with ah abundance of money 
avail- 


able at low rates of interest. 
. With due care the period of.pros- 
perity can be extended without the 
corresponding excess so evident 
in 


1919 and the early part of 1920.
